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r ENGLISH MAIL SUMMARY. 





Our English- files being only to the 15th of 
February, much integest in our summary will 
nat be expected. To begin tight royally, the 
Prince and. Princess of Wales were doing 
Egypt, the Dardanelles and the Bosphorus. 
They were the recipients of much attention 
from the Viceroy of Egypt. A terrible acci- 
dent happened at a fox hunt, on the 4th of 
February, in the West of Yorkshire. A fox,

Horses were 
seen to battle with, the current, striking out 
with all their energy, and their masters were 
swept by the current out of the reach of those 
so anxious to afford relief. In many cases, 
however, the pronipt measures taken by the 
spectators were effectual, Those who could 
swim, cast their coats, and plunged to save 
their friends, whilst others, not so happily 
gifted, took lese vigorous, though not less use- 
ful steps: Lines formed of whips were tied 
together and thrown in reach of the drown- 
‘ing men, and several beams of wood which 
fortunately lay rere about were quickly 
launched into the stream. Captain Vyner 
‘was one of the first to get his head out of wa- 
‘ter, and to save lbimself from the current by 
clinging to the upturned vessel. After a vig-: 
orous struggle he reached the top of the boat, 
and was enable to assist first Sir George 
Wombwell and afterwards one of the York offi- 
‘cers tothe same vantage ground. Mr. White 
got on shore-by means of the chain stretched 
across the ferry, whilst others were resecueil,
